The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might he overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus no. the invention "by another - or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

As to claim 1, art teaches a method for the verification of aquiesced database copy of a 
primary database (see abstract) comprising the steps of: 

(a) establishing a secondary database which replicates said primary database (see abstract 

and column 3, lines 9-16); 

(b) quiescing said secondary database so that no update access to it is operable (see 

column 12, Unes 52-67 and column 13, lines 1-5); 

(c) utilizing a Verify option in a database utility program to check said quiesced database 
copy for integrity (see column ,3, fines .6-27; column 13, fines 65-67; and column 14, fines 1- 
14); 

(0 utilizing a Verifytasks option to control the number of independent tasks assigned to 
perform said check of said quiesced database copy for integrity (see column 4, lines 50-56; 
column 13, lines 16-27; column 13, lines 65-67; and column 14, Unes 1-14). 

As to claim 5, Hart teaches in a network of multiple processors (10-13) connected to a 
database system (.4) which utilizes a DM Utility program (see figure 2) and whtch operates with 
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13 Uttes .6-27; co.umn .3, tines 65-67; and co,umn ,4, U„e S .-.4), coding: 

(a) means for relating said primary daubase (IS) with a ,uiesced database 

copy (19) (see abstract; figure 2; and column 3, lines 9-16); 

W means ,„ disab.e access by said applications (10-33) to said tpriesced database 

copy (19) (see figure 2);
